ORDER: 


It was brought to the notice of the Director of Animal Husbandry, Andhra Pradesh, 
Vijayawada that as per the report submitted by the Joint Director (AH) Kakinada, Dr. P. 
Radha Krishna, Veterinary Assistant Surgeon, Veterinary Dispensary, Atreypuram, East 
Godavari District has proceeded on eatned leave for (25) days w.e.f. 17.08.2010 to 
10.01.2011 on private affairs and extended leave upto 09.07.2011. After expiry of leave the 
individual neither reported for duty nor extended his leave till date vide reference 2"4 cited. 


Hence, the article of charges have been issued against him vide reference 3% cited 
and the indiviudal didn’t submit his explanation to the charge memo issued against him. 
Hence, the charge memo was published in A.P. Gazette vide reference 4" cited. 


2. The chatges framed against the individual are hereunder: 
ARTICLE - I: “THAT DR, P. RADHA KRISHNA, VETERINARY ASSISTANT 


SURGEON, VETERINARY DISPENSARY, ATREYAPURAM, EAST GODAVARI 
DISTRICT HAS APPLIED EARNED LEAVE FOR (25) DAYS ON PRIVATE AFFAIRS 
W.E.F. 17-08-2010 TO 10-01-2011 AND EXTENDED LEAVE UP TO 09-07-2011, 
THROUGH TELEGRAM AND AFTER EXPIRY OF LEAVE HE NEITHER 
REPORTED FOR DUTY NOR EXTENDED THE LEAVE BEYOND THE APPLIED 
LEAVE PERIOD HENCE HE IS UNAUTHORISEDLY ABSENT FROM DUTY W.E.F. 
10-07-2011. THUS HE VIOLAED THE RULE 4 (i) OF ANDHRA PRADESH CIVIL 
SERVICES (CONDUCT), RULES 1964”, 


Basis: As pet the report submitted by Joint Director (AH), Kakinada vide his Letter 
Roc.No.5169/B1/2010, Dt: 21-07-2012 Dr. P. Radha Krishna, Veterinary Assistant 
Surgeon, Veterinary Dispensary, Atreyapuram, East Godavati District has proceeded on 
eatned leave for (25) days w.e.f. 17-08-2010 to 10-01-2011 on private affairs and extended 
leave up to 09-07-2011. After expiry of leave the individual neither reported for duty nor 
extended his leave till date. Thus his absence is unauthorized violating Rule 4(i) of APCS 
(CCA) Rules, 1964. Hence, this charge. 


ARTICLE - II : “THAT DR. P. RADHA KRISHNA, VETERINARY ASSISTANT 
SURGEON, VETERINARY DISPENSARY, ATREYAPURAM, EAST GODAVARI 
DISTRICT HAS FAILED TO REPORT FOR DUTY THOUGH HE WAS RE-CALLED 
TO DUTY AND DISOBEYED THE ORDERS OF THE COMPETENT AUTHORITY 
AND WILL FULLY ABSENTED TO DUTY. THUS HE VIOLATED RULE 3 (i) OF 
ANDHRA PRADESH CIVIL SERVICES (CONDUCT), RULES 1964”, 


Basis: As per the report submitted by the Joint Director (AH), Kakinada vide his Letter 
Roc.No.5169/B1/2010, Dt: 18-01-2013, necessary instructions have been communicated 
Dr. P. Radha Krishna, Veterinary Assistant Surgeon, Veterinary Dispensary, Atreyapuram, 
East Godavari District to report duty immediately through the concerned Assistant Director 
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(AH), Amalapuram. But he failed to report for duty and disobeyed the orders of the 
competent authority and willfully absent to duty violating Rule 3 (i) of Andhra Pradesh Civil 
Services Conduct Rules, 1964. Hence, this charge. 


3. In the reference 5% cited, the Deputy Director (AH), Eluru, West Godavari 
District has been appointed as an Inquiry Officer to conduct regular Inquiry under Rule 20 
(2) of Andhra Pradesh Civil Service (Classification, Control and Appeal) Rules, 1991 on the 
article of charges has been issued against the individual. In the reference 6% cited, the 
Inquiry Officer & Deputy Director (AH), Eluru, West Godavari District has submitted the 
Inquiry report and he hold that the article of charges framed against Dr. P. Radha Krishna, 
Veterinary Assistant Surgeon, Veterinary Dispensary, Atreypuram, East Godavari District 
are held proved. 


4, Findings of the Inquiry Officer; 


The Inquiry Officer & the Deputy Director (AH), Eluru, West Godavari District has 
submitted his findings that the charged officer Dr. P. Radha Krishna, Veterinary Assistant 
Surgeon, Veterinary Dispensary, Atreyapuram, East Godavari District has not attended for 
inquiry on 20.03.2018 and his whereabouts were not known. 


During the inquiry, the available records were examined and it is known that Dr. P. 
Radha Krishna, Veterinary Assistant Surgeon, Veterinary Dispensary, Atteyapuram, East 
Godavari District has applied earned leave for (25) days on private affairs w.e.f. 17.08.2010 
to 10.01.2011 and extended leave upto 09.07.2011 through telegram and after expity of 
leave, he neither reported for duty nor extended the leave beyond the applied leave period. 
Dr. P. Radha Krishna, Veterinary Assistant Surgeon is unauthorized absent from duty 
w.e.£,10.07.2011. 


As per the pay bill register, acquaintance register it is known that the pay & 
allowances of Dr, P. Radha Krishna, Veterinary Assistant Surgeon was drawn upto 


16.08.2010 only. Hence, the article of charge-I is proved. 


Tt is known that necessary instructions has been communicated to Dr. P. Radha 
Krishna, Veterinary Assistant Surgeon, Veterinary Dispensary, Atreyapuram, East Godavari 
District to report for duty immediately through the concerned Assistant Director (AH), 
Amalapuram. The Assistant Director (AH), Amalapuram has sent the instructions to the 
individual to his permanent address available in the service register of Dr. P. Radha Krishna, 
Veterinary Assistant Surgeon through register post with acknowledgment due bearing No.A 
RN 843961679IN, Dt: 26.12.2012. But, the registered cover was returned by the postal 
authorities with remarks ‘Absent’. Thus, Dr. P. Radha Krishna, Veterinary Assistant Surgeon 
has failed to report for duty and disobeyed the orders of the competent authority and 
willfully absented to duty violating Rule 3(1) of Andhra Pradesh Civil Services Conduct 


Rules, 1964. Hence, the article of charge-II is proved. 


5. In the reference 7 cited, a show cause memo has been issued to Dr. P. Racha 
Krishna, Veterinary Assistant Surgeon, Veterinary Dispensary, Atreypuram, East Godavari 
District under Rule 21 (4) of Andhra Pradesh Civil Services (Classification, Control & 
Appeal) Rules, 1991 with a direction to show cause as to why suitable penalty should not be 
imposed on him. He didn’t submit his explanation to the show cause memo issued against 
him. The show cause memo has been published in the A.P. Gazette vide reference 8% 
cited. Hence, he is liable for removal from service for his un-authorized absence which 
exceeds more than (5) years. 


6. After careful examination of the Inquiry officer’s report with reference to material 
available on record, the Director of Animal Husbandry, A-P., Vijayawada has decided to 
impose the punishment of removal from service on Dr. P. Radha Krishna, Veterinary 
Assistant Surgeon, Veterinary Dispensary, Atreypuram, East Godavari District who was 
un-authorisedly absent from 10.07.2011to till date.

7. Accordingly, a penalty of Removal from Government Service is imposed on 
Dr. P. Radha Krishna, Veterinary Assistant Surgeon, Veterinary Dispensary, Atreypuram, 
East Godavari District for his un-authorized absence w.e.f. 10.07.2011 to till date under 
Rule 9 (IX) of APCS ( CC&A) Rules , 1991 read with G.O.M.s.No.260, General 
Administration (Services-C) Department, dated: 04/09/2003 & G.O.Ms.No.127, dated: 
15.09.2017 of General Administration GERVICES-C) Department.
